Roy Koch, Brother of John Koch of 
Badlllo Street, Lies 'Between Life and 
Death Here, Owing to Accidental 
Discharge of Weapon—Victim Game 
From Ohio and Worked on Ranch. 


Still In a critical condition and suf- 
foring a groat deal of pain, but making 
a bravo light for recovory, is tho man' 
nor in which relatives of Roy Koch re­ 
ported his condition yostorday, after 
flvo days havo olapsod since he was 
riddled with small shot while on a hunt­ 
ing trip in tho hills last Sunday. 


Koch is twenty years old, and tho 
brother of Johrt^ Koch of Badlllo street. 
Ho was out hunting dovos on Sunday 
morning, and while crossing the hills,, 
south of Covina mot anothor hunter, 
D. A. Stophons, who afterwards gavo 
his address as 1327 Highland avenue, 
Hollywood. Tho two mon hunted to­ 
gothor for several hours, and finally, 
shortly aftor noon, startod to separate. 


At tho moment when they Btnrted to 
go different ways, a flock of dovos flow 
ovor their heads. Stophons, in turning 
to got a shot at tho birds, discharged 
his gun boforo it'as raised in tho air. 
Ho was about fifty foot away from 
Koch at tho tlmo, and tho ontiro chargo 
ontbrod Koch's loft arm, shoulder and 
loft side.

SIMPLE, FLEXIBLE AND RAPID. 


The Navy H a s a Cipher of Its Own, a s 
Has Also the Department of 8tate. 
One of tho Code* Used by England 
For Unimportant Messages. 


T h e United States government e m ­ 
ploys probably more different kinds of 
codes than a n y other power. T h e s t a t e 
department bus one of i t s o w n . T h e 
w a r 
department h a s one. A n d t h e 
n a v y uses a separate and distinct sys­ 
tem. 
T h e code book or k e y of the 
navy'cipher is kept a l w a y s in a canvas 
bag, which is lined with zinc a n d heav­ 
ily weighted. 
T h e b a g i s in the per­ 
sonal custody of t h e commanding offi­ 
cer of the ship, w h 6 h a s orders never 
to l e t it g e t a w a y 
from him, b u t to 
throw It overboard in the e v e n t of cap­ 
ture by a n enemy. T h e advent! of^wlre- 
less telegraphy h a s made this precau­ 
tion doubly necessary, for the solution 
of a n enemy's cipher in time of w a r 
might easily turn the scales of victory. 


T h e only naval code book ever cap-' 
tared by a n e n e m y w a s the o n e car­ 
ried by t h e Chesapeake in the w a r of 
1812. 
T h e commander of t h e Chesa­ 
peake, Captain Lawrence, w a s - w o u n d ­ 
e d early In the battle, and n o one else 
k n e w where t h e code book w a s k e p t 
W h e n the frigate surrendered t h e Brit­ 
ish found the code behind a sliding 
panel, and t h e book is n o w in the Brit­ 
ish museum. 


T h e cipher of the w a r department Is 
very simple in its nature and b y virtue 
of this simplicity, ease of operation, in­ 
scrutability and rapidity w i t h w h i c h a 
n e w key can b e substituted i s said to 
bold first place a m o n g t h e military ci­ 
phers of t h e world. 
A r m y officers w h o 
h a v e used other codes s a y that n o n e of 
t h e m compares to this one. 


This cipher m a y i n a general w a y 
be described a s a n Ingenious 
method 
of distorting t h e order o f words i n a

our conditions.

The high rate of interest charged farm 
ers retards rural development, besides 
adding an unnecessary burden to the 
already over capitalized agriculture of 
the country, a burden which is passed 
along to all consumers of food products 
in the shape of higher prices. There 
fore' any plan that would remove some 
of the restrictions which now hamper 
the farmers of California should be of 
benefit to all the people of the state 


The defects of the present credit 
system further emphasizes the fact that 
the need is not merely 
to 
provide 
cheaper money for agricultural devel 
opment, but to make it possible for 
the farmer to obtain loans in many 
cases where credit is not now available 
eyen on good security at any price 


To make a thorough investigation of

That this huge sum will multiply

Littlo was known in this state about 
olive culture until 1909. Throe yonrs 
later the production was estimated at 
1000 tons per annum, which grow to

You will note that in New York, the Exchange 
average on every variety exceeded that of the outside 
competitors; this is also true in Boston, except on mis­ 
cellaneous oranges, where competitors* average is one 
cent higher than ours;, in Philadelphia, the Exchange 
averages were higher on everything except Valencias, 
on which competitors averaged one cent per box more. 


, Applying the difference in favor of the Exchange to the number 
of boxes of each variety sold by competitors in these three markets 
shows that their fruit sold for $141,587.00 less than Exchange prices. 
Including the other smaller auctions, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Cincin­ 
nati, Baltimore and St. Louis, the total amount brought by their fruit 
below Exchange prices is $179,053.00. The. difference between Ex­ 
change cost and that of outsiders who generally pay from 5 to 7 per 
cent on the gross amount of sale in auction markets, would increase 
this difference materially.
